EXHAUSTION OF THE SOIL. 


(The following appeal by Professor Mapes, 
editor of be “ Working Farmer,” is worthy the 
earnest cousideration of our readers. “It is esti- 
mated by an extensive observer that the Soil of 
this Country, is now worth, on the average, five 
bundred millions of dollars /ess than it was when 
Plymouth was first settled by Europeans; for, 
althoagh a few spots have been increased in fer- 
tility since then, the great body of the cultivated 
soil has been permitted to deteriorate until im- 
menso tracts which would once bear bountiful 
crops of wheat, will not now retur. ae seed, and 
whole States which would once have averaged 
| forty bushels of corn to the acre, would not now 
| average fifteen bushels. And yet the ruinous 
| process goes on, unbeeded by the great mass,

Tumme Facrr.—The New England Farmer 
observes, in relation to thinning fruit:—«One 
peech-grower informed us that he bad takea off 
two thirds of bis peaches, awd as they increased 
in size, and appeared too thick on the trees, he 
said he was sorry that he hed not taken off one 
half of the other third. One man complained to 
his neighbor, that a certain variety of the peach 
which his friend bed advised bira to cultivate, 
was « poor bearer. ‘ Stop your complaint,’ was 
the reply, ‘until you sell your fruit.’ He raised 
on one tree three dozen of peaches, sold them at 
two dollars per doven, and was satisfied.” 

This, it is true, was an extreme case, but the 
evils of overbearing, contrasted with the benefits 
of thinning, can only ®e understood by actual 
trial. The cultivator may be aware that, by re 
ducing the number, one hundred specimens may 
fill bis basket, where two hundred were required 
from an overloaded tree, but until he actually 
tastes and compares the two products, be cannot 
appreciate the incomparably superior quality of 
the former. 

Maoy are deterred from thinning their frait by 
the slow and tedious nature of the operation ; but 
@ very expeditions way more particularly appli- 
cable to the peach, is to shorten in the sheots— 
entting off one-half or two-thirds of all one sea 
son's growth. Where trees have been neglected 
for several years, and are beginning to extend 
their branches inte bong bare armas, the shorten- 
ing back should extend to larger portions of the 
branch, until the tree is brought into s more 
compact shape. We have on former occasions
